II is really a pity that the meeting be­ 
tween Mrs. Golda Meir, the Prem ier of 
Israel, and President Nix on was not re­ 
corded on v ideo tape for posterity . The 
two leaders are ju st abou t as different 
as two people can be. in backg rou nd, in 
interests, and in psy cholog ical makeu p. 
What role did 
each play in the priv ate 
conv ersation 
they held 
at 
the 
White 
Hou se0 Who was the more relax ed, the 
71-y ear-old leader of an embattled cou n­ 
try seeking American help or the 56-y ear- 
old President of what at the last reading 
was the world's most powerfu l nation0 
Mrs. M eir is here to get Mr. Nix on’s 
promise of a continu ed flow of su personic 
and su bsonic aircraft 
o n easy terms. 
Israel needs the planes badly if she is 
to hold off 
the Arabs, still clamo ring for 
an end to the Israeli state. Mr. Nix o n, 
who se perso nal sy mpathies are undo ubt­ 
edly with Israel, must think o f future 
relatio ns with the So v iet Unio n, o f his 
Vietnamese em barrassments, and o f a 
Co ngress which seem s determined to ro ck 
the bo at o v er ev ery critical issue. 
I wo uld guess that, as alway s. Mrs. 
Meir was mo therly . She has nev er lo st 
that quality in the mo nths during which 
she has o ccupied Israel’s mo st po werful 
o ffice, and she can ev en discuss Arab 
atro cities witho ut fo rego ing the manner. 
But Mrs. Meir is no t the kind o f mo ther 
memo rialized y ears ago in the saccharine 
so ngs o f Geo rge J essel. The peo ple o f 
Israel are her children, and in their de­ 
fense she has a whim o f iro n. She can be 
disarminglv gentle o r disarmingly to ugh. 
President Nix o n is a relativ ely y o ung 
man, and he has been mo thered befo re 
by po litically po werful matro ns who hav e 
seen in him an easy (but illuso ry ) ro ad 
to po wer. Mr. Nix o n knew ho w to co pe 
with them. But in so me way s, Go lda Meir 
is like the late Hannah Milho use Nix o n, 
the President’s mo ther. She has lo v e in 
her heart, but she nev er allo ws it to co m­ 
pro mise principle. Perhaps Mr. Nix o n did 
no t see the resem blance 1 hav e no ted. 
But I wo uld be willing to bet that he did. 
The m eeting then o f the Prem ier o f 
Israel and the President o f the United 
States must hav e acquired a dimensio n 
no t no ted in the o fficial co mmuniques 
o r in the transcript o f their co nv ersatio n 


—if o ne was made. In her manner, tho ugh 
no t in her wo rds, the mo therly Mrs. Meir 
—a highly intuitiv e perso n—must hav e 
reflected that difference in dimensio n. 


But co uld Mr. Nix o n co pe with it? He 
has dealt with men o f all temperaments 
and manners. As President he has met 
with King Hussein, who se Kingdo m o f J o r­ 
dan is ho st to the terro rists threatening 
Israel. King Hussein co uld hardly hav e 
po sed a pro blem. He is a man who has 
made a career o f pleading reaso n and 
helplessness, his disguise fo r demands o n 
the United States and the West. The Pres­ 
ident has dealt with astute po liticians, 
high-minded 
statesmen, 
ro gues, 
fo o ls, 
and internatio nal pickpo ckets. No ne o f 
them has fazed him. But ho w do es o ne 
deal with a mo therly fo rmer scho o lteach­ 
er who ho lds in her hands, in part, the 
peace o f the Middle East0 


It is difficult ev en to speculate. But 
the meeting o f Mrs. Meir and Mr. Nix o n 
was mo re than a psy cho lo gical co nfro n­ 
tatio n. On the table befo re them were 
hard and immutable facts, and ho w' they 
are interpreted by the President, by his 
White Ho use adv isers, and by the lesser 
men o f the State Department, will de­ 
termine American 
fo reign 
po licy 
fo r 
y ears to co me. 


If the meeting results in a harder 
American line to wards Egy pt and the 
Arab states, then there is a po ssibility 
that direct nego tiatio ns between Israel 
and her enem ies will fo llo w. The Arabs 
hav e co unted o n the United States and 
this has stiffened them in their refusal 
to nego tiate a peace. If the United States 
co ntinues to ho pe fo r a settlem ent dic­ 
tated by itself and the So v iet Unio n, the 
Arab states will renew their intransig­ 
ence. The decisio n is Mr. Nix o n’s, but it 
will affect all o f us. 


This, ho wev er, has little to do with 
tho se great and wo nderfully interesting 
minutes when Go lda Meir and Richard 
Nix o n sat do wn to gether. Bo th might 
hav e lo o ked back at a life o f trials and 
difficulties, o f triumphs and tragedies, o f 
perso nal achiev ement — an immigrant 
and a po o r bo y fro m Yo rba Linda who 
made it. It wo uld take a po et to describe 
it.

Howev er, the Hou se Way s 
and Means Committee, in its 
new tax reform bill, is pro­ 
posing that beg inning in 1970, 
$63 million be div erted into 
the federal treasu ry by im­ 
posing a 7*4 per cent tax on 
fou ndation inv estment income. 
McGeorg e Bu ndy , 
president 
of the Ford Fou ndation — by 
far the larg est su ch institu tion

President Nix o n has beco me the third 
president in a ro w to weigh the pro s and 
co ns o f the superso nic transpo rt and de­ 
cide that when better planes are built, 
the United States must build them. 
He has asked Co ngress fo r an appro ­ 
priatio n o f 86 6 2 millio n spread o v er the 
nex t fiv e y ears to underwrite dev elo p­ 
ment o f the SST.

There is o ne phase o f the air transpo rt 
co mpetitio n where America has the en­ 
tire field to itself. Making their debut 
within the nex t few y ears will be the su­ 
perso nic jumbo jets, capable o f carry ing 
as many as 5 00 passengers in eco no my 
seating o r fewer passengers in so mething 
appro aching o cean liner lux ury . 
A go o d questio n might be: Do es it 
make mo re eco no mic sense to carry half 
as many passengers twice as fast, o r 
twice as many passengers hall' as fast?

Bu t this settling into the 
moderate position, sig naled by 
the choice of Senator Scott — 
and of Sen. Robert Griffin of 
Michig an as Repu blican whip 
— does su g g est certain shifts 
in party attitu des. Both sena­ 
tors 
come 
from 
indu strial 
states where attention mu st 
be paid to the v iews of org an­ 
ized labor, of ethnic g rou ps, 
of the city corls.

And of cou rse the Pennsy lv a­ 
nian’s comment that he is 
one-third 
conserv ativ e, 
one- 
third moderate and one-third 
liberal — a mollify ing senti­ 
ment 
praised by President 
Nix on — made him a rally ing 
point for those who wou ld 
make prog ress g radu ally and 
rock few boats. 
Bu t for all the g radu alism, 
the Scott-Griffin choice is

portent for the fu tu re. The 
Repu blicans may win the Sen­ 
ate, come 1970; they need to 
captu re only sev en seats.

Name, New Directo r 


Truman School and Workshop, 
1 405 W. Third St., has recently 
receiv ed a new name and a new 
director. The new name, Tru­ 
man 
Center 
for 
the 
Handi­ 
capped, was suggested by the 
new’ director, Peter Vorac, who 
outlined the programs av ailable. 


“At present, we are running 
a pre-school program to prepare 
retarded children for the pro­ 
grams offered in public schools. 
You see, according to recently 
passed H.B. 1407, public schools 
must prov ide facilities to train 
educable retarded children up 
to age 21,” said Vorac. “But 
y ounger 
children 
sometimes 
need preparation before they 
reach school. We prov ide that,” 
he continued. 


“Then, too, there are retarded 
children who do not q ualify for 
public school training because 
of low intelligence, poor group 
behav ior and other reasons,” 
Vorac said. 
“ We prov ide a day -care cen­ 
ter, licensed by the Department 
of Children and Family Serv ­ 
ices, for children between the 
ages of 6 and 15, with a behav ­ 
ior modification program in or­ 
der to develop each child to 
his fullest potential with a goal 
of ev entual placement in the 
public school’s program ,” Vorac 
continued. 
Truman Center is also run­ 
ning an ex perimental program 
in connection with the public 
school sy stem, whereby retard­ 
ed y ouths between the ages of 


16 and 21 spend half their day 
in academic pursuits and half 
their day in the work shop. 
“This giv es us a chance to ex ­ 
amine his or her work capaci­ 
ties 
and 
aptitudes,” 
Vorac 
claimed. 
“Then, too, the state’s bill 
only cov ers education up to age 
21. What will the retarded do 
then?” Vorac asked. 
“Here, we run a workshop, 
licensed by the Department of 
Labor, where we train retarded 
people for jobs in competitiv e 
industry . We receiv e contracts 
for production work from local 
industry , and our people are 
paid on the same piece-work 
basis as those working in the 
factory . 
“For instance, we recently re­ 
ceiv ed a contract from Borg- 
Warner. One of our people is 
already w’orking at 75 per cent 
capacity , as compared to the 
plant’s personnel, and is there­ 
fore receiv ing 75 per cent of 
the wages a man in the factory 
receiv es,” Vorac concluded. 
“It’s generally known in in­ 
dustry that retarded workers 
hav e a lower absentee rate and 
a smaller job turnov er.” Vorac 
mentioned, 
While the program hopes to 
place these people in industrial 
jobs after a training period of 
one to two y ears, there are 
some people who, while produc­ 
tiv e, cannot be placed in com­ 
petitiv e industrial jobs for.one 
reason or another. “These peo­ 
ple come to Truman as their 


regular place of employ ment,” 
Vorac indicated. 
B e y o n d 
these 
programs, 
Vorac said that Truman Center 
is ex ploring the possibility of 
sending work of this sort out 
to older citizens in their homes. 
At the moment, he indicated, 
Truman needs more contracts 
and more v olunteers before they 
can begin to implement this 
particular program. 
The entire program in the fu­ 
ture, according to Vorac, will 
be client-serv ice oriented, and 
will be operated on a profes­ 
sional basis and will hav e a 
mutually 
helpful 
relationship 
with the public school, commu­ 
nity 
and 
state 
rehabilitation 
agencies and local civ ic serv ice 
and social organizations. 
“ All our clients receiv e test­ 
ing and ev aluation when they 
come to Truman. For this pur­ 
pose we employ Gil Schimmo- 
ler, a psy chologist, to work with 
Fred Atkins, our social worker 
in v ocational counseling. Vorac 
said. 
The agency is supported by 
the United Fund and supple­ 
mented by 
tuition fees from 
parents as well as contributions, 
fund-raising projects and sub­ 
contracts 
with 
industry . The 
school has been a llo ted $3,6 00 
from the projected United 
Fund 
goal, while tuition for day -care 
center students at $35 a month 
and for the 
wo rksho p at $25 
monthly . According 
to Vorac,

Q—What is meant by arterio­ 
sclerotic 
heart 
disease 
with 
coronary insufficiency? 
Can I 
live a normal life with it? 


A—When one of the coronary 
arteries that supplies the heart 
m uscle 
becom es 
hardened, 
it 
also becom es narrowed and is 
unable 
to 
carry 
a 
sufficient 
am ount of blood to the area 
it supplies. Close m edical super­ 
vision 
and 
restricted 
activity 
w ill 
help 
to 
prevent 
further 
dam ag e but will not com pletely 
elim inate the risk of a recur­ 
rence. 
Q—I am told I have no heart 
reserve. What does this mean? 
Can it be built up again? How 
can a doctor detect dam ag e to 
a heart valve due to rheumatic 
fever? 
A—When a trained athlete is 
sitting quietly, his heart is doing 
a certain amount of work. If 
he is suddenly called upon to 
perform a heavy physical task, 
his cardiac reserve would allow 
him 
to do so without undue 
strain. The amount of this re­ 
serve capacity varies in differ­ 
ent persons and in the sam e 
person at different tim es. 
If your heart is otherwise nor­ 
m al, a g raduated program of 
physical fitness training would 
restore 
your 
reserve. 
But 
if 
your lack of reserve is due to 
a heart disease, as you sug g est, 
such training would be limited 
or 
forbidden. 
D am ag ed 
heart 
valves produce a characteristic 
type 
of 
murmur which 
your 
doctor 
can 
hear through 
his 
stethoscope. Ail murmurs, how­ 
ever, are not a sign of heart 
disease. 
Q—How long can one live with 
a leaky heart? 
A—No one can tell you how 
long you will live. This is one 
of life’s blessing s. The outlook 
in any case would depend on 
how g reat the leakag e is and 
how well the heart is able to 
com pensate for it by working 
a little harder. 
Q—Does a m auve color of the 
lips necessarily indicate heart 
disease? Could it be due to ane­ 
mia? 
A—A purplish color of the lips 
m eans that the blood is not g et­ 
ting 
enough 
oxyg en. 
This 
is 
usually caused by a valvular 
heart disease but it m ay also 
be caused by pneumonia, severe 
asthma and some forms of poi­ 
soning. In anem ia, the lips are 
pale.
